. at fenst twice the depth'of the water, Now the 
tidal wave in a river is many hundreds of 
‘times as long: as the depth, and consequently 
it travele at a.speed dependent only on the 
depth of the river, “Moreover, its speed is very 
slow compared with the motion of the great: 


“tde'wave in the open sea. : 
The terms “ebb” and “flow” are applied to- 
* tidal currents, and often in an erroneous way. 


-” Perhaps a remark or two will suffice to clear, 
away the misunderstanding, and we shall then 
.“.more readily comprehend the exact nature of a 
. “bore by seeing more definitely the relation be- 
» tween tidal. effects in a tiver and those along 
“the open sea-coast, The current is: properly 
said to “ebb when the water is receding rom 
the land sea-ward, and to “follow ' when. it is 
‘approaching the shore. On the open’ seacoast 
ebb and flow ‘are simuttaneous with fall and 
‘rise and we often hear the-two terms used sy- 
nonymously; but, as will presently appear, this 
. is incorrect. nO 
~ Let us begin by consid ‘the tidal currents 
vin a river of uniform depth, with so slow a pro- 
. per current of its own that it may ibe regarded 
. practically as a stagnant canal. The only cur- 
rents.to be considered are tidal, and in this case 
the law is very simple. Whenever at any point 
op the river-bank the water stands above the 
mean level for that place (the level mid-way: 
_ between high and low water) the current is up-. 
steam and progresses olong with the tide-wave ; 
-and- whenever the water stands below’ mean 
* level the current is down-stream and progresses 
in the direction contrary to the tide-wave, 
* Since the current is up-stream when the water 
is higher than the mean, and” down-stream: 
when it is lower, itis-clear that when it stands 
exactly:at mean level there is no Current either 
way and also that at the moment of high water: 
the current is most rapid up-stream, and at Jow 
:water it is most rapid down-stream. Hence 
the tidal current “flows” for a long time ‘after 
"high water has" passed and when the: water- 
level is falling, and “ebbs” for a long time.

before mean water-level is reached, and the 
tesultant current ebbs down-stream. after low 
‘water, and continues to’ ebb with the rising 
tide until mean water is reached, and usually 
for sometime alterward, the downward stream, 
in fact, lasting longer than the wpward one, 
The. moments at which the currenis change 
will differ in each river according to the depth, 
the time and the extent of the vise and fall at 
the mouth, and the volume of water delivered 
by the river; but io every. cate tho tide rises 
more quickly than it falls,so that the time: 
‘interval from low water to. high ,.water is 
- shorter than from high water to law water, 
. Still another peculiarity of the tide wave in 
» priveris of cardinal tm portance in the present 
connection, The full theory of waves would 
bo tootechnical to beincluded in thisarticle and 
. we ask the reader to accept asa fact, which can 
be proved theoretically, that a wave cannot pro- 
gress.along a river without changing its shape. 
“The change i bh that the front slope of the 
wave gradually gets si¢eper, and the rear slope 
become more gradual. If this steepening of 
the front or advancing slope of a wave were 
carried to an extreme, the wave would present 
the form of a wall of'water; but the mere ad>, 
vance of a wave into shallow water would by 
{tsoll never suffice to produce so great a change 
of form without the concurrence of the natural 
current of the river, The downward current of 
the river proper has, ip fact, a. very important 
influence in heading the sea-water back, and 
this co-operates with the natural clange in the 
' ghape: of a wave as it rans into shallow water, 
so as to exaggerate the: steepness of the front 
| flope of the advancing wave. * 
here are in: thé’ estuaries of many rivers 
broad flats or'shoals of mud or sand which are 
-bearly dry at low water and in such situations 
the tide not uofrequently.sises with.such great 
rapidity. that the wave assumes the form of a 
., wall of water, acd is then properly called a 
bore”. Let ys note briefly the way in which 
the Hangchow Bay affords typical circum- 
-stances of this sort s0 that we there have a most 
striking case of this interesting phenomenon. 
“THE PHYSIOGRAPHY OF HANGCHOW BAY. 
Sangchow Bay or the estuary of the Ch’sien- 
Tang River bas a very matked funnel shape. 
. From Yangtse Cape (the extremity of Pu-Tung 
_ Peninsula) on the north to Ketau Point on the 
south is considerably over sixty miles, while 
the distance between banks at point thirt 
_failes further west is approximately only half 
| of this and in-twenty miles more bas again 
«heen reduced to by half, so that along the, 
meridian of Chapu itis only about eighteen 
_tniles wide; ” Fram Ketau Point in a line ap- 
proximately northeast there extends for over

/Tangest, and ending on the north in the Saddle 
“Group, North Saddle Island being in the same 
“fathtade as the low-lying and rounded corcer of 
"Yangtse Cape: The most westward group is 
comprised by the Volcano Islands which lie

"Just at the western end of this turn in the 
northern shore, is a sharp indention protected 
by’ a good. sized hill, which forms Bore-shelter 
‘Bay, ‘ BD Na hs Ne Dey 

Junks going frorn.Chapu road to Hangchow 
take three days, dnd shelter first in Bore-shelter 
Bay and second at Haining platform. Boats, 
drawing over thtee feet, should not be used: 
The return from Haogchow to Chapu road can: 
not be accomplished safely under three-tides 
in any boat. "Thus in ‘spite of being situated 
on the’ main tributary of the bay of the same 
name, the city of Hangchow the capital of the 
‘sich and populous province of Chekiang, the. 
centre’ of a great. silk producing district 
and of the manufacture of the best silks, being 
the sole source of the silk fabrics supplied to 
the Imperial household, and a great centre of 
Chinese'culture and literature, has practically. 
no direct communication with the sea. “There, 
13 a small canal'connecting it with Haining, but; 
practically its whole -expost trade passes, 
throngh Shanghai by, way of the water route. 
we have already described. ‘Ihe population 
of this nncient and important city is-estimated. 
at 350,co0 and in ‘1905 the total of the trade of, 
the port amounted to 17,496,980 Haikuan Taels. 

Marco Polo commented upon the vast array. 
of ships in the harbour of Hanechow, but now 
only a little shipping is found in the bay; so 
that ‘either the tides in the bay have greatly 
changed since. the days of Marco, or that 
famous traveller has-given us dnother item on 
‘which to charge bim with exaggeration. 

The city itself has certainly lort the gran- 
deur which he ascribed to it,, although the 
famous Western Lake. outside the west wall, 
and extending nearly its whole length, has’ pro-" 
bably lost little of its natural beauty which 
prompted the saying—... P es 

“Above us lies the heavenly blue, : 

While here below lies Hang and Soo.” - 

But as' others already pointed” out while 
Hangchow may owe ils chief fame to this 
lovely lake with its templed islands. and sur. 
rounding hills on whose slope giant trees and 
‘groves of tall bamboo afford grateful shade for 
spacious temples, now moastly'in, decline, it 
certainly owes. its very existence toward the 
southwest to the cohstruction of the sea wall, 
called by natives the bore wall. oe 

1t is ‘probably true that ‘some thousands of 
years ago the great flat atea now forming a 
considerable part of the provinces of Chekiang 
and Kiangsu was under water aod that the 
Yaugize, gradually increasing its delta, feclaim- 
ed the Jand. The inhabitants to assist the: 
river. in its land-forming ‘process, ‘built. sea 
walls, using the .various islands as corner: 
stones. The wall or dyke confining the waters 
of the. Haining-Hangchow ‘Canal is probably 
one of these early structures, which has better | 
withstood the ‘ravages of time and tide. As 
these walls were multiplied and extended, they 
caused the projecting north poirt formed by 
the. alluvial deposits of the Yangtze and the 
Chiien-tang Kiang to extedd, seaward, thus 
forming the present funnel-shaped mouth of 
the latter river, as already noted, and obstruct. 
ing to a considerable extent-the progress of the 
| ocean-tide, the northern promontory deflecting 
“it inwards sind the shoals causing it to heap up 
into ao increasingly powerful’ wave—the fore- 
runner of the present bore. Against this rush 
of, water the poorly constructed dykes were 
insafficient an ‘whe-People ‘along the shores of 
Hangchow Bay, especially on the nosthern side, 
frequently suffered great losses, " - ; 


THE GREAT SEA WALL.. 


Just: when and how and at what cost the 
present. substantial sea wall was con- 
structed are now. matiers for more or less 
conjecture, the chroniclers ‘of the province 
neglecting such information as irrelevant in. 
comparison with fanciful legends to be retold 
in connection with so great. a work. One of 
the most interesting of these stories refers to 
what was perhaps the first attempt at anything, 
like an adequate sea-wall. It is: to the effect 
that in the reign of Emperor Huang Wu (25 
A.D.) aa official, Hua Hsin, proposing to build 
 sea-wall opposite the present site of Hang- 
chow, issued a proclamation offering 1,000 
“cash” (about fifty cents gold) for every man- 
load of-earth that the people should bring to 
the river-bank, On the appoisted day a “ per- 
fect cloud” of men, women and children came 
tocarry edrth, Ata given signal every one 
téok up his load-‘and carried it to:the ‘spot in- 
‘dicated by Hua ;Hsin's lieutenants. At this 
juncture, Hua ‘Hsin himself appeared and 
feigning surprise when:told of the large sum 
to be paid per man-load, he ordered the people 
away, saying it was nongenso_to talk of such 
high wages. Roused to indignation the people: 
threw down their loads and walked away. Not 
wishing to carry the earth back again, they’ 
had unwittingly dropped it just where the wily 
official wanted it. “Thus in one day Hua 
Hain, by his trickery, built a sea-wall of great 
height, and one that withstood. the briney 
-waters for many years.” ae 

« In spite of this assertion of the native chroni- 
cler, however, a dyke built in this fashion was 
gure to prove flimsy to withstand the inipacts 
of such tides as sweep the Bay, and we are 
‘not surprised to find frequent reference to daily 
sacrifices to the Water Dragon : for protection 
against the. powerful waters, It was not 
upti) the pesiod of the Five Rulers that these 
prayers were answered by the appearance of a

‘This done, be had three thousand’ arrows 
made and, covered’ with deer’s. hair, dyed in, 
cinnabar and furnished,with points of harden- 
ed iron, These arrows ho placed in six 
separate piles distributed over. the. lands’ daily 
washed by the tides. .Ho.then took a great, 
sumber of squares of silk of several different 
-olors, ‘and great quantities. of choice articles 
of fond, aud soe incense, six portions of each 
item, and placed them in six separate incense! 
burners by the side of the six.piles of bows 
and arrows. All this was accomplished before 
the gong of the third watch had sounded, after 
which he awaited the.coming of day. When 
-moroing broke he poured out three libations 
of wine, and prayed to the six Gods to “Send 
,000 soldiers, and Liu (Chien Liu) will:

had five hundred skilled archers.shoot at the 
proper moment directly inlo the heads of the 
on-coming billows,, Each. man took up six 
arrows, one for the head of each billow, and 
when they had shot five:arcows straight into 
as many lofty waves,’ the waters suddenly. 


Whereupon the Prince lost no time in driv: 


.] ing great piles by the river bank among which 


strong creels of bamboo were woven, the 
whole being filled with earth and large. stones. 


‘Thus he connetted the two ends of his wall 


and shut out the destructive waters, and thus, 
we may, add, does the histotian avoid telling 
us the true details of.the very part of the con- 
struction which in-its successful accomplish- 
ment constitutes the chief wonder. ‘ 

But it was not enough simply to build the 
wall. It must be kept in-sepair and curioysly 
enough, the native chroniclers, have accounted 
most minutely for the cost of the up-keep, 
which is said to be on the average Tls. 250,000 
per annum, which has led many_people of this 
region to call this seawall “China's Second 


-Great Sorrow,” giving place only to the Yellow 


River as her“ First Great Sorrow.” ae 
For purposes of management and repair the 
wall is divided into three major div'siona with 
a superintendent over each. These divisions 
are again divided into many sections about a 
mile long, and for each mile there are at 
ordinary times four to six watchmen who patrol 
their section much as railronds are usually’ 
patrolled, : . : 
The first cost of construction must have been 
enormous, and the mere existence of the wall 
suffices to show that it.must have been of vital 
importance andthat the land it reclaimed and 


‘now protecis must have been of immense value 


to justify such an expenditure. | ‘ . 
As it exists to-day its tolal length is one 


hundred and eighty miles, and for one-third of 


this distance it is: faced; as at Haining, with 


heavy ‘blocks of granite and varies from twen- | 
ty-five to thirty feet in height above low water. 
Each successively higher layer of granite slabs 
recedes about five inches, thus forming steps, 
avery welcome arrangement when after des- 
cending to get camera views of various parts 
of the wall just before a bore was due, we had 
hastily to retreat before the on-coming tide." 
The main difficulty in maintaining on effi- 
cient: seawall would sccm to’ be to have an 
outer footing adequate to break the first 
vinlence of the- incoming ,bore and to pre- 
vent the undermining of the foondations of 
the main bundin “fact it would seem 
essential that the tides should be entirely kept 
from entering behind: the wall. At Haining’ 
the Chinese engineers have apparently suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing this very satisfactorily 
in a two-fold fashion by a sea-foot proper 
and by frequent projecting “ buffer’, @ com: 
bination which besides giving a substantial. 
sea-barrier also’ affords excellent and frequent 
refuges for the junks whose masters must needa 
brave the dangers and difficulties of navigation: 
in a river so fiercely tide-swept as this is... 
At the level of the sixteenth Iedge from the: 
top, in this steplike face of the wall just’ refer-. 
ted to, i bout twenty feet below the top of. 
the wal re extends outward a heavy granite 
platform several layers deep and’ about fifteen 
feet wide. Atthe outer edge of'this several 
rows of piles are set close together and deeply 


driven into the sjver bed.. Here there is a drop |- 


of four or five feet followed by another shelving. 
granite platform, somewhat wider than the first. 
and similarly edged with several-rows of much 
cheavier and more numerous piles. Here there | 
is'a further drop of six or eight feet toa sandy. 
beach which for a yard or two is rock strewn 
and studded with piles, a jagged fringe of which: 
about ten feet farther ont marks the outer, 
edge of this remarkable barrier. ' 
At intervals of hall a mile, at least in the im-, 
mediate vicinity of Haiding, huge projecting, 
buffers in semi-elliptical form baye, been built 
of brush and. piles. The ,ends of the brush. 
which: has been stacked and interwoven in’ 
horizontal layers are’ presented on all sides 
and down through the mass several concentric 
rows of stout piles have been driven.. These 
boffers ave slightly higher than the seawall it- 
self and also extend out beyond the Jast row of 
piles which forms tho-edgo of the wall's’sea- 
foot.
